REVOLUTIONARY MOVEMENT GAINS 


(By The Associated Press) 


London, Sept. 27.—Greece is in the throes of a 


revolution which has already caused the downfall 
of the governmept and according to several reports 
from Athens has forced the unhappy Constantine 
to abdicate in favor of the Crown Prince, thus losing 
his throne for the second time in five years. 


The revolutionary movement which is said to be 


led by General Gonatas, is making headway in all 
directions but thus far without reports of bloodshed. 


The insurrection, which while not altogether un- 


locked for, broke out in formidable force with un- 
expected suddenness. 
It had its inception among 


the vanquished troops brought from Smyrna to the 
Islands of Mytilene and Chios and among the sol- 
diers at Saloniki. Strangely enough, however, these 
two revolts seem to have had different object—the 
former aimed at the overthrow of the government 
and King Constantine and the latter at the defense 
of Thrace against the Turks.
